An Information Disclosure Statement ("IDS"), Forms PTO/SB/08A and B (2 sheets), an 
EP Search Report, copies of cited non-U.S. patent references, cited publications, and the fee 
mandated by 37 C.F.R. §1.17(p) were timely filed on October 12, 2004. A copy of the USPTO 
receipt evidencing this filing is attached. 

In the Notice of Allowability issued January 4, 2005, the Examiner refused entry of 
certain references for failure to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1.98. Contrary to the 
assertion set forth in the Notice of Allowability, copies of EP 0 540 994 and WO 02/3 1875 were 
submitted concurrently with the IDS of October 12, 2004. Copies of the three non-patent 
publications (identified as Choi, et al., Clark-Phelps, et al., and Wilk, et al.) were also 
submitted on October 12, 2004. It appears that the references submitted may not have been 
properly scanned into the PTO electronic files, and this may have prevented the Examiner from 
fully considering the submission. 
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Further, it appears that the listing of the publications on Form PTO/SB/08B may have 
given rise to some confusion. This PTO form provides limited space within which to fully 
identify publications. Therefore the Choi publication was identified by author, journal, page 
reference and publication date on the first line with a single asterisk indicating that the title was 
identified on the second line of the form. Likewise, the Clark-Phelps publication was listed on 
line 3, with a double asterisk indicating the title was set forth on line 4; the Wilk reference was 
listed on line 5 with a triple asterisk indicating the title was set forth on line 6. 

U.S. 6,407,435 was identified as a patent family member for JP 2001-267566 for which a 
full English translation was not available. 

To facilitate further consideration of the references originally refused entry, there is 
attached an annotated copy of Forms PTO/SB/08 A and B where (on Form A) each reference 
currently of record has been so designated, and (on Form B) each of the publication citations has 
been given a numerical designation in the second column ("Cite No.") further to clarify that only 
three non-patent publications were being offered for consideration by the Examiner. Duplicate 
copies of the references originally submitted on October 12, 2004, but refused entry, are also 
enclosed. 

It is submitted that applicant properly and timely complied with the requirements set forth 
in 37 C.F.R. §1.98 and therefore is entitled to have their IDS submission considered and entered. 

In view of the above explanation and the evidentiary submission presented herewith, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the listed documents be considered by the Examiner and 
made of record in the present application and that an initialed copy of Forms PTO/SB/08 be 
returned in accordance with MPEP §609.
